REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

1 . Applicant argues that Chen presents thermoreversible composition, which does not have reversible covalent bonds and is not 
moldable.. Examiner disagrees. Chen discloses a modified Saccharide, Polyester, Polyalkylene Oxide (polyols) and Aminoacid 
based biodegradable thermo-reversible crosslinked resin, which is covalentiv bonde d by Diels-Alde r type linkage, which is 
cleaved at temperatures above 120C (Abstract. Column 6. line 35. Figures 1 and 12, Examples 11-1. 111-1 and 111-2V Afunctional 
group can be dienvl. carboxvl. hvdroxvl and others. 2. Applicant submits that Ruben does not teach thermoreversible resins. 
However. Ruben used in the Rejection to demonstrate a moldable resin. Chen (the primary reference) discloses a 
thermoreversible resin. 3. Applicant submits that reliance upon Helmus, which purports to show the use of PLA in a purportedly 
similar environment to the claimed subiect matter, is not appropriate. Examiner disagrees. Helmus teaches a use of PLA that is 
clearly different. Examiner disagrees. Note that Helmus's composition has the same primary application as Chen's one. Helmut 
teaches that encapsulation of biologicallv active material can be performed in hot melt (see line 0130). Helmus teaches that 
polysaccharides and polvlactic acid can be eguallv used in thermoreversible gel compositions (see lines 01 14 and 01 16).
